The Granite City fire and police 
departments are asking for about 
three-quarters of a million dollars 
worth of new equipment this year. 

Fire Chief Keith Talley has request- 
ed the City Council authorize purchase 
of a new aerial ladder truck costing 
more than $500,000 and Police Chief 
Dave Ruebhausen has asked for a new 
computer system expected to cost 
about $200,000 

Talley said the city’s 1967 Seagraves 
85-foot aerial ladder was taken out of 
service last September after it failed to 
pass an inspection. 

The aerial ladder was the only piece 
of equipment owned by the city that 
could reach all floors of St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center and the Granite City 
Steel/Magna Bank building, Talley 
said. 

“We are almost all familiar with the 
human life loss tragedies involving 
high-rise building fires. Time is of the 
essence during rescue emergencies,” 
Talley said. ‘‘Nothing can compare to

HARTFORD — Business representatives and 
local political officials braved Tuesday’s noon 
heat to dedicate the long-awaited $40 million 
BOC Gases air separation unit and show off 
uses of the company’s products 

BOC representatives from its Murray Hill, 
N.J., corporate office hailed the new plant as a 
partnership with Shell Wood River Refining 
Co., which is purchasing 600 tons per day of 
oxygen and nitrogen that BOC produ in 
Hartford.

The plant, or air separation unit, produces 
1,330 tons daily of gaseous and liquid forms of 
nitrogen, oxygen and argon for various Mid- 
western industrial markets on the 12-acre site. 

In the cryogenic air separation process, air 
is compressed, purified to remove contami- 
nants, then cooled and partly condensed to a 
liquid. It is then fed into a distillation column, 
where it can be separated into oxygen, argon 
and nitrogen in liquified or gaseous forms. 

BOC Gases is a member of BOC Group of 
Windlesham, Surrey, England. The group pro- 
vides industrial gases, health care, vacuum 
technology and distribution services worldwide, 
with 1996 sales of $6.3 billion. 

BOC Gases employs some 27,000 people in 60 
countries, and counting drivers, employs 50 
workers in Hartford.

Chicago man stops in area on bike trip across America

and-new Raleigh 2i-speed bicycle on his way across the Unit-

From his. starting point at his uncle’s house in San Diego on 
fay 11, the 26-year-old Chicago man biked the highways and 
byways'of America on his way to Maine. | x 
Through the deserts of southern California and across Arizona, 
slorado and Kansas, Campbell averaged about 90 miles a day 
t roug) 2 miles an hour. a 
eine two-wheeled trek recently brought him to the Riv- 
er Bend via the Great River Road through Grafton, where he 
stayed ight. 
Sampbell, ma has completed a few cross-state tours but noth- 
@ of this magnitude, said he’s really not sure why he started 
trip, unless it’s a bad case of wanderlust he inherited from 
mi 
Tye wanted to do this my entire life, and if there’s anywhere 
lse I want to live, I figured I might as well get the feel for it 
now,” said Campbell, a computer consultant who mapped out 
lis route by deciding to travel from the border of Mexico to the 
edge of Canada. “My mother is very much a traveler, and she 
infected me. She wants to walk across the country now.”’ 








The worst part of his travels wasn’t the 13 flat tires he 
repaired or the high winds and heat he survived going through 
the Southwest. Rather, the nightmare began with the “terrible” 
conditions for bicyclists he experienced near Kansas City, Mo., 
that prompted him to avoid St. Louis altogether and cross into 
Illinois and head south. 

“Kansas was probably the nicest (experience) for meeting 
people, but as soon as I crossed over into Missouri, it was a 
different world,’’ said Campbell, as he took a short break 
recently for coffee and conversation. ‘“The roadways and drivers 
were bad. I did a lot of backtracking to get on the right roads 
better suited for biking.”’ 

Campbell’s days began around 9 a.m., rising in his tent or 
motel room after a minimum of 10 hours’ sleep. He was sur- 
prised to find he needed that much rest, but he said he has 
Jearned to accommodate. 

“It’s tough, because as soon as the sun comes out, the temper- 
atures get up into the greenhouse area, but I’ll bike as late as I 
can. Then I’ll get something to eat and brood over my maps for 
about two hours. I’m taking it pretty easy. It’s definitely not a 
race.” 

It was a lonely ride for the solo cyclist whose only company is 
the 305 pounds of gear he carries, but Campbell said he checked 


in with his family weekly so they could put another push pin on 
the map they kept to track his trek 

The best part of the ride, Campbell said, has been the people 
he has met along the way. Aside from a’ number of annoying 
motorists who seemed reluctant to share the road with him, 
most have been friendly and often curious 

“One farmer I met at a mini-mart in Lone Jack, Mo., let me 
stay at his place,’’ he said. ‘‘He had taken in a couple of riders 
before and was real nice. People are by nature not as intimidat- 
ed by bikers as they are (travelers in) cars.” 

Although he had no particular goal in mind when he started 
out except biking from the Pacific coast to the Atlantic Ocean, 
the Dixon native said the trip has given him a few ‘‘transcend- 
ing” moments as well as the opportunity to check his life’s 
compass to see if he was “‘going in the right direction.”’ 

“Pm taking a step back and realizing I have only one chance 
in my life to do this,” Campbell said, stepping onto his bike for 
the next leg of his journey to Quoddy Head State Park in Maine 
“This is what I’ve been working for for the last couple of years. 
I can’t stop now.””

make a small change here and 
a little adjustment there that 
pays big dividends in an actual 
race. But wind tunnel testing 
is extremely expensive.

Sometimes employers will deny workers’ 
compensation benefits to an employee hurt 
on the job. Their rationale in a given case 
may be that the injury was not one sus- 
tained “in the course of" the person's 
employment. Whether an injury sustained 
during the employee's lunch hour is “in the 
course of” employment depends upon the 
facts of each particular case. 

Under Illinois law, the most critical factor is 
the location of the employee at the time of 
the injury. Generally, accidents which occur 
during the scheduled lunch hour on the 
company premises are considered to be in 
the course of one’s employment. However, 
where an employee exposes himself to an 
unnecessary and unreasonable risk, the 
employer will not be held liable unless it had 
knowledge or acquiesced in the activity. 

In one recent case, a glass company 
employee was injured while constructing a 
pontoon boat as a personal project during 
his lunch hour. The employee was welding 
on a discarded barrel when it exploded. The 
employee did not realize that the company 
had previously used the barrel to store 
gasoline. Contrary to company policy, 
employees, including supervisors and fore- 
men, often took the barrels for their personal

Director Joel Schumacher 
throws everything in his utility 
belt at the big screen for “Bat- 
man and Robin.’’ Unfortunate- 
ly, while Batman's stuff usual- 
ly works, Schumacher's 
Joesn’t. 

If you ever wondered what 
the 1960s “‘Batman’’ TV show 
would be like with a $100 mil- 
lion budget and 1990s special 
effects, you’ll find out here, 
especially in the opening 
sequence 

Mr. Freeze (Arnold Schwar- 
zenegger) has iced over the 
Gotham Art Museum in search 
of diamonds. As Batman 
(George Clooney) and Robin 
(Chris O’Donnell) crash to the 
scene, Freeze’s goons skate 
into action with hockey sticks 
and bad attitudes. As the fight 
progresses, the dynamic duo 
click their heels together and, 
voila, ice skates appear. 

The only thing missing were 
the ““‘POW"’ “‘BAM’’ sound 
effects on screen and goofy 
names on the goons’ shirts 
(Although Freeze does later 
refer to his top henchman as 
Frosty) 

Freeze escapes and the duo 
return to the Batcave, where 
they bicker over issues of trust 
and teamwork, and discover 
butler Alfred (Michael Gough) 
is very ill. 

And here’s where the film 
breaks down. There are basi- 
cally two types of batfans 
those who prefer the comic, 
campy Batman as portrayed 
by Adam West, and those who 


prefer the dark, gothic Batman 
as portrayed by Michael Kea- 
ton. Schumacher tries to 
appeal to both, and the result 
is a film slightly more schizo- 
phrenic than Two Face 

One minute, Bruce Wayne 
and Alfred are having a heart- 
felt talk about family and mor- 
tality. The next minute, Bat- 
man’s pulling out his own per- 
sonal credit card, saying 
“Don’t leave home without it.”” 

One minute, Mr. Freeze is 
dancing around his hideout in 

lar bear slippers and robe, 
leading his henchmen in a 
sing-along. The next minute 
he’s grieving over his wife, 
who he has put in a cryogenic 
sleep until he can find a cure 
for her terminal illness. 

The one actor not tormented 
with conflicting personalities is 
Uma Thurman, playing the 
film’s other villain, Poison Ivy. 
Thurman plays Ivy in the 
same over-the-top tradition as 
Jack Nicholson’s Joker, Danny 
DeVito’s Penguin or Jim Car- 
rey’s Riddler. 

Thanks to a bizarre series of 
events that really can’t be 
explained, botanist Dr. Pamela 
Isley is transformed into the 
vengeful arm of Mother 
Nature, intent on ridding the 
world of its mammal rulers 
She has a kiss that kills, and a 
dust that can turn man against 
man, or Robin against Bat- 
man 

And what would a Batman 
film be without too many char. 
acters? In addition to two new 
villains (three if you count 
Ivy’s henchman, Bane), we get 


‘Hercules’ labors with Dis 


“Hercules,’’ Walt Disney 
Pictures’ 35th full-length ani- 
mated feature film, follows the 
standard Disney formula that 
has been entertaining kids of 
all ages for, well, 35 films 

Based on ancient Greek 
mythology, ‘‘Hercules’’ tells 
the story of the godling son of 
Zeus and Hera. (Purists will 
find Disney is no more accu- 
rate in adapting Greek myth 
than Victor Hugo or American 
Indian history.) 

Zeus (voice by Rip Torn) is 
a very jovial fellow, as you 
might expect from the king of 
the gods and new father. Not 
so jovial is brother Hades 
(James Woods), who wants a 
promotion from lord of the 
dead to CEO of Olympus. He 
is told by the Fates that the 
one thing that could prevent 
his hostile takeover is the new- 
born Hercules. 

So Hades sends his dim- 
witted minions, Pain (Bobcat 
Goldthwait) and Panic (Matt 
Frewer) to kill the child. Being 


dim-witted, they fail, but they 
do managé to poison Hercules 
and reduce him from god to 
mortal. No longer able to live 
on Mount Olympus, the child is 
sent to Earth where he is 
raised by a farmer couple and 
grows up to fight Lex Luthor. 
(Wait, wrong hero) 

Here is somewhat of a mis 
fit. While not a god, he’s still 
much stronger than’ the aver- 
age mortal, and too clumsy to 
be safe to be around. When he 
is old enough, Zeus tells him 
his true nature, and tells him 
that in order to return to 
Olympus, he must first 
become a great hero 

To become a great hero, 
Hercules goes for training with 
Phil (Danny DeVito), a satyr 
who has never trained a Jedi 
knight (wait, wrong hero), that 
could “go the distance.’’’ (cue 
theme songs 

Well, Hercules does go the 
distance, taking on dozens of 
monsters and becoming the 
ancient world’s first action fig-

Fourth ‘Batman’ film

Silverstone plays Alfred’s 
niece, Barbara, who has come 
from England to take her 
dying uncle away from a life 
of servitude 

Someone has to get shorted 
with all these characters, and 
this time its Silverstone. Bar- 
bara gets all of her character 
development in a motorcycle 
race. It turns out her parents 
were killed five years ago in a 
car accident and since then 
she turned to motorcycle rac- 
ing because the danger and 
thrills allowed her to forget the 
pain.

“Batman and Robin’’ is not 
a complete loss. The action 
sequences are well done and 
the set designs are impressive. 
The actors do the best they 
can with the material. Clooney 
is not a bad Batman, but does 
it really matter anymore who's 
in the suit?
